A lengthy floor debate by 
Wayne County Commissioners 
has failed to resolve the 
question of whether or not the 
board is in favor of special 
investigators to head a grand 
jury investigation into the 
March 9 clash between Detroit 
police and sheriff’s deputies. 

The question has divided the 
board since eight 
commissioners, acting as 
individuals April 5, asked the 
17-member grand jury to 
provide prosecutors and legal 
counsel independent from the 
office of County Prosecutor 
William L. Cahalan. 

Opposing commissioners 
want Cahalan to continue 
serving the grand jury,, in 


accordance with statutory 
provision, although he has 
already conducted his owri 
investigation. 

At their April 20 meeting, 
the commissioners referred 
the matter back to their 
Public Safety and Judiciary 
Committee for further study. 
The committee plans to hold a 
special meeting with Cahalan 
and Sheriff William Lucas in 
attendance, said Reilly. A 
date has not been set. 

Commissioners who favor 
independent prosecutors 
argued that Cahalan would be 
forced into an embarrasing 
position if he served the grand 
jury. 


Having conducted his own 
investigation and reached its 
own conclusions, he could not 
be expected to provide 
objective advice, they 
suggested. 

Cahalan himself maintains 
that the appointment of 
special prosecutors would be 
illegal and an attempt to usurp 
his power. 

Michael J. Reilly of Detroit 
(D-District 12), chairman of 
the Public Safety and 
Judiciary Committee, 
considers the matter a strict 
legal question. “I think the 
issue is entirely a legal affair 
and is something in which we 
commissioners should not be 
involved,” he said.

State anti-busing amendment is useless

Five suburban House members escaped from the anti- 
busing stampede to follow their own consciences into an 
uicertain Twilight Zone of political peril. 

They could suffer for their integrity this fall for their votes 
against wbat actually was a non-issue. 

nie five voted against the suburban-spawned proposal to 
place on the ballot a state constitutional ban against forced 
school busing to achieve racial balance. 

The pro-con effect had all the substance of a vote in the 
Michigan legislature whether to invade Mars. 

After weeks of furor, the proposal of Rep. Joyce Symons 
(D-Allen Park) and 75 co-sponsors, was defeated 10 votes 
short of the two-thirds needed. The roll call was 64 in favor, 36 
against and 10 not voting. 

Reps. Marvin R. Stempien (D-Livonia), Joseph Forbes (D- 
Oak Park), Edward Mahalak (D-Romulus) Philip 0. Mastin 
(D-Hazel Park) and Joseph M. Snyder (D-St. Clair Shores) 
all votes against it. 


They were absolutely correct that the proposal was 
meaningless, but the emotions it raised and the misun- 
derstandings nurtured tend to overcome reality. Mastin 
said: 

**I believe (it) is a cruel and deceptive hoax on the people. 
Hie resolution is being sold by its supporters as an anti- 
busing amendment. Yet, it will not stop busing because the 
federal courts will not be bound by our state constitution.’* 

“Under the impression they are voting against busing, our 
citizens will unknowingly have voted to create chaos in our 
local school districts and weaken the local control they now 
enjoy. 

“It simply will not do what we are told it will do.” 

That summed up the position for Mastin and the other four, 
a stance that didn’t even state how any of them feels about 
forced busing. 

Forbes, one of the original 76 co-sponsors, voted against the 
proposal on the floor despite his stated belief in the neigh- 


borhood school concept and the promise that the resolution 
would preserve it. 

“I voted against it because I felt this document was being 
used strictly for political purposes and those supporting the 
resolution Irnew it,” he said. 

“I still believe in the neighborhood school concept. I feel 
we’re getting too emotional and too hysterical about an issue 
which we have no power to decide. 

“I’m happy I came back to my reason.” 

At one point early in the scramble, Snyder stood almost 
alone among suburban legislators against the proposal. He 
charged that placing the busing ban in the state constitution 
was senseless. 

“Everyone knew such an action has no influence, no im- 
pact,” he said. “1 don’t believe we should jeopardize our 
state constitution.'* 

Stempien, majority floor leader, said the only redress for 
anti-busing crusaders is in the federal courts or in Congress, 
where President Nixon’s own busing ban is in trouble. 


Stempien in a Democratic caucus upbraided Mrs. Symons 
and her supporters, arguing that anything done in Lansing 
would be invalid the day it was accomplished. 

“It was proposed over and over again by some of my 
legislative colleagues for the sole purpose of helping their 
personal political campaigns for re-election,” he said. 

“They falsely held out hope that their action would secure 
some relief for our citizens from the action of federal 
authorities, when they very well know that it is untrue. 

'Tarn opposed to the busing of school children solely for the 
purpose of racial balance.” 

For Stempien the issue should be improved educational 
opportunity, rather than requiring the schools to “eliminate 
the social injustice of racial polarization in*our nation that 
has gradually developed over more than 100 years.” 

Politicians do political things in an election year. It’s a law 
of nature. 

But the anti-busing resolution turned down by the House 
served neither reason nor politics.

Lottery response 
has been pleasing

I am certainly gratified by 
the response to my proposal 
for both a state and Detroit 
city lottery. It would seem 
from the letters, cards and 
telephone calls that most 
people support the idea of a 
weekly state lottery coupled 
with a daily Detroit lottery. 

Of course this bill cannot 
pass and become law unless a 
majority of those voting in the 
May primary election cast 
their ballots in favor of a 
constitutional change that will 
permit lotteries. 

As I have said before, I think 
of my proposal as not only a 
revenue raiser for the State of 
Michigan and the City of 
Detoit, but also as a real blow 
at organized crime. I am sorry 


to see that one of our major 
metropolitan daily 
newspapers does not consider 
the crime deterrent factor as 
very important.

TTiis may or may not be true, but unless you take 
an active part in learning what is taking place in the 
school, you might find it difficult to understand why 
the youth of today react the way they do.

While stressing that he was 
speaking only for himself and 
not necessarily the attorney 
general, Vincent Piersante 
has assured my office there 
would be a very real impact on 
organized crime if Michigan 
had a weekly lottery and 
Detroit had a daily lottery.

Ideally, we should not have 
such people in our society, but 
the fact is that we do, that our 
resources do not seem to be 
able to handle the situation, 
and no amount of idealism is 
going to hide the fact that 
people in all ages and social 
groups gamble. 

Not only is the State of 
Michigan getting nothing from 
this illegal numbers racket, 
but the people who play are 
getting cheated. There is a 
whole lot of cheating going on. 
The state lottery would be 
honest, and under my bill, the 
only way Detroit could set up 
its lottery would be through a 
contract with the state, so 
there would be a single lottery 
agency in Michigan. 

My lottery plan offers a 
system of voluntary taxation. 
No one has to buy a ticket. If 
you do, you are paying a 
substantial tax, and who 
knows, you might also wind up 
with the pot of gold at the end 
of the rainbow.

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Plants , Williams recommend | Parks featured 
better police traffic training 


Proposals for better 
utilization of police manpower 
in traffic control, improved 
training for police traffic 
enforcement, and removal of 
traffic cases from the 
criminal court system are 
amone * recommendations in 
thr .d of three reports of 
the ligan Conference on 

the jblem Driver and 

Traffic Safety. 

The report was submitted 
by Col. John R. Plants, 
director, Department of State 
Police, who served as 
chairman of the Conference 
Law Enforcement Committee, 
and Supreme Court Justice G. 
Mennen Williams, chairman 
of the Courts and Prosecution 
Committee. 

Col. Plants said the 
conference urged the 
International Association of 
Chiefs of Police (IACP) to 
conduct research to establish 
criteria for assignment of 
police manpower for a total 
traffic supervisory program. 

The conference study 
concluded the presence of 


police officers reduces traffic 
violations, thus affecting 
traffic accidents, but “to date 
there is no criteria for 
assignment of police 
manpower even to a specific 
traffic situation.” 

The conference also 
recommended that until the 
IACP completes 
comprehensive research, the 
Michigan State Police 
establish interim guidelines 
for use of police manpower for 
traffic purposes. 

Justice Williams said the 
conference found that delays 
due to court loads and other 
factors often reduce the 
rehabilitative effectiveness of 
penalties for traffic code 
violators and discourage the 
fullest level of enforcement by 
police agencies. 

The conference 
recommends that the 
governor establish a joint 
judicial, legislative and 
executive committee of state 
officials to find alternatives to 
handling traffic violations. 


Justice Williams said the 
conference also found that in 
reviewing minor traffic cases, 
judges should not be tied to 
traditional penal concepts 
which have not been entirely 
successful, but should make 
greater use of probation to 
promote rehabilitation of the 
offenders without the negative 
effects of confinement. 

The conference report also 
recommended that: 

— The legislature, in 
cooperation with the secretary 
of state and the attorney 
general, develop 
rehabilitative solutions for 
violators by providing for 
facilities of a minimum 
confinement nature, and 
offering education in driving 
responsibility. 

-TTie attorney general and 
local prosecuting officials 
take steps to assure that a 
prosecutor is present for all 
traffic offense trials. 

-The Supreme Court 
administrator carry out a 
survey of the state-wide court 
system as to the availability of 


driver records services and 
the nature of the need, sending 
the survey and a 
recommended plan to the 
secretary of state with a 
request to expedite provision 
of information by means of the 
computer system. 

— The legislative 
committee in charge of 
revision and recodification of 
the Michigan Vehicle Code 
continue its efforts to 
complete it for enactment this 
year. 

-The legislature authorize 
the state police to initiate a 
follow-up program to insure 
correction of mechanical 
deficiencies discovered in the 
random vehicle inspection 
program, and that the 
program be expanded. 

-All police departments 
establish policies whereby all 
officers, when issuing a ticket 
for a moving violation, 
warning a motorist, or 
investigating an accident, 
obtain the status of each 
driver through the Law 
Enforcement Information 
Network system

Another Spring! 

Our tulips are pressing upward thru lingering and sifted 
snow. 

A pair of well preened doves, in dignity, rest motionless, on 
the high wires overlooking our bird feeder, patiently 
awaiting their turn while the blue jays, the grackles, the 
juncos and the restless sparrows, scramble for their share of 
breakfast; ... a dash of color is added to the scene as a 
brilliant cardinal flies thru. 

How like we humans they are! 

Framed within our picture window and, to the south is a 
gigantic magnet. 

Within the hour, on time and on schedule, irresistibly, 1000 
doors, where the little people live will swing open, as if by 
magic. Some of these little people will not have had break- 
fast. some are bewildered by conflict or dissident purposes; 
some unmoved by indifference; most of them, nurtured in 
the presence of high purpose and sustained ideals will be 
challenged and motivated, until their hearts pound with 
great expectation. 

With a final reassurinjg, affectionate "quickie peck" on the 
cheek they relentlessly join the colorful parade to school. 

To the building? No! The building is only a shelter, a place. 
The place is "alive". It is packed with our youth. 

They, like the tulips, when unrestrained and uninhibited, 
their thrust is upward, regardless of the climate of their 
living. 

The place is dynamic! It is "fired up" ... it is geared to 
specializations in growth. It is staffed with highly selective 
and quality people, who following years of preparation and 
training, have made a commitment to life. 

They seek to preserve our rich heritage, to interpret the 
"lessons of history" and, to add to the quality of our lives. 
Within this place is a process ! The by-products of the process 
almost defy measurement. 

The complexity of the mechanisms, including the dif- 
ferences in the "raw products" ... our children, confound our 
descriptions. The daily evolution of ideas modify our 
definitions of yesterday ; the rapidity of change at all levels of 
our living press in upon us, almost at the speed of light." 

The changes themselves, in retrospect, have been and are, 
the by products of this educational process. 

True, superiority in penmanship may buy a "vacation" in 
Jackson Prison, for check forgery. Or, the "top of the heap" 
in mathematics may become the "best embezzler" of a 
buck." 

There is a wholeness in life, within natures grand design 
that requires a union of our technical and our spiritual 
values. Without this human linkage of ideals, including a 
realistic understanding of our biological interdependence 
related to our survival, we endanger the legacies of the past. 
The educational process shares a part of this linkage. 

Like all incidents of life, this process 'bas within it two 
major characteristics ... a potential for growth or untimely 
decay. We ... all of us, shape its destiny by our loves, our 
loyalties, our hopes, our aspirations, our motives and our 
perception of the sanctions of life. 

A public school ... any school has a vast linkage, a unity of 
thrust, which, if examined in perspective, becomes a miracle 
of our time. 

Its counterpart may be found from Miami Florida to 
Alaska; from Maine to Baja California, or Hawaii ... our 
system of public education. 

Within the stream of history it is very young. It is basic, it 
is fundamental to our way of life. Its promise of fulfillment is 
inseparable from the system of values that each one of us 
possesses. 

The most important dollars that I spend are the tax dollars 
for education, my contributions to my churah and the oc- 
casional gifts that relate to the relief of human need. These 
contributions are not bom of pity or pious sympathy. 

They represent a kind of compulsion, a kind of selfish 
concern over the well being of myself and family ... a kind of 
insurance, over riding the expense of ignorance, pestilence 
and bigotry. 

Have you visited a school within or near your neighborhood 
recently? You own a "couple of bricks" in a piece of the 
school block, you know!

Pilot blood bank program in works 


A pilot program directed 
towards the ultimate 
establishment of a single 
supplier of blood needs for 
area hospitals is now in 
progress at Outer Drive 
Hospital in Lincoln Park, one 
of four hospital units operated 
by the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA). 

Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne is a member facility. 

“We are working closely 
thn Southeastern 


Michigan Red Cross Blood 
Center on this project,’* said 
administrator Duane E 
Johnson “Hopefully, this 
center will become the sole 
supplier of the needs of the 
blood bank service at Outer 
Drive, and eventually all tour 
of the PCHA hospitals. 

“We arc convinced," added 
Johnson, “that if this pilot 
project works out successfully 
it will virtually eliminate 


many of the problems we 
currently experience in 
obtaining blood for our needs 
at Outer Drive and our other 
PCHA units It is not 
uncommon under the present 
arrangement for our 
laboratory people to have to 
make a half dozen calls or 
more to various blood 
suppliers in order to obtain the 
type of blood required.” 

Johnson reports that Dr. 


Hugo Quiroz, pathologist, and 
director of the laboratory at 
Outer Drive, is working w'ith 
Dr Harlan D. Anderson, 
technical director of the 
Southeastern Michigan Red 
Cross Blood Bank program, on 
the details of this project 

Johnson emphasizes that as 
the sole supplier of Outer 
Drive’s blood needs - the Red 
Cross Center -- would not only 
take care of the routine day* 


by-day needs but also would 
be responsible for supplying * 
emergency needs. Outer 
Drive currently uses about 
1,400 pints of blood a year. 

Dr. Quiroz also stresses that * "j 
incidental to the agreement, 
an educational program will 
be launched at Outer Drive, 
directed to the medical staff, 
with the intention of up-dating 
the concepts and uses of blood 
and blood products.

Nick Smith, chairman of the 
Michigan State Agricultural

In Michigan, the sign-up is 
slightly less than last year but 
82 per cent of the total 
Michigan feed grain base is on 
the enrolled farms and this is 
the same as in 1971.

Septic tanks unsuitable 
for sections of Sumpter

According to a spokesman 
for the Wayne County 
Department of Health, most of 
the available undeveloped 
land in Sumper is unsuitable 
for septic tank systems. Such 
land has been sold to city 
dwellers wanting to build a 
home in the country who are 
unaware of soil conditions. 

Sanitary sewers are not 
currently available in 
Sumpter Township. 

To help prospective buyers 
protect themselves, the 
Wayne County Department of 
Health has prepared a map of 
Sumper Township which 
indicates if land is suitable or 
unsuitable for septic tank 
systems. 

One such map is on display 
at the Sumpter Township Hall 
at 23483 Sumpter Rd. TTie 
Wayne County Health Center 
on Merriman Road in Wayne 
also has a copy of the map. 

Tlie maps were based on soil 
tests and aerial maps made by 
the Soil Conservation Office, 
U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. The Soil 
Conservation Service began 
testing soil throughout Wayne 
County in April, 1971, and has 
completed Sumpter, Huron 
and Van Buren townships.

suitability of land for septic 
tanks in Huron Township is 
being completed. 

Most of the undeveloped 
land in Sumpter Township is 
unsuitable for septic tank 
systems because of a high 
water table. 

A septic tank system under 
these conditions could lead to 
contamination of shallow 
water supplies, increasing the 
danger of such diseases as 
infectious hepatitis. Since the 
water is trapped, the system 
may overflow above the 
ground or may back up into 
the house. 

TTie problems are severe 
enough so that extreme and 

w 


extensive measures, such as 
raising the level of the land 
and the house, are needed to 
overcome the limitations and 
usage may be unsound or not 
practical. 

Under ideal conditions for a 
septic tank system, the tile 
field would lie 12 to 20 inches 
below the surface of the 
ground with five feet of clean 
sand and no clay or water 
beneath it. 

Solid waste materials settle 
to the bottom of the septic tank 
and the water, with most solid 
particles removed, leaves the 
septic tank and enters the tile 
field. Both the tile field and the 
sand filter the water 
thoroughly before it reaches 
the water table.

one of the Great Lakes. 

Out of winter storage and 
into the water went Fred's 16- 
foot inboard-outboard. When 
he put it in his garage last fall 
he had washed it down and 
covered it with a large tarp. It 
had worked perfectly all last 
year and now, thought Fred, 
so, there was no reason for it 
to let him down on this 
beautiful spring day.

The weather, which had been 
good when they set out, now 
worsened. Visibility in the 14- 
foot seas was reduced to about 
20 feet and after five hours in 
the numbing storm Joe and 
Fred had very little hope for 
rescue. 

Covering the three boys with 
a tarp to keep them warm, 
they watched themselves drift 
closer and closer to 
treacherous inshore ice jams. 


As the boat slid off the 
trailer into the icy water, Joe 
pulled it toward the small 
dock where he, Fred and their 
three youngsters were 
waiting. With all hands 
aboard, Fred tried to start the 
motor and after several 
Utcmpts it started and 
ran. ...that is, ran long enough 
to expose them to the icy blast 
of a wind which came from 
around the point of land which 
had protected their launching 
site. 

Frigid winds of up to 30 
knots and 14-foot high seas 
made it impossible for the

which could have ended in 
tragedy but didn’t. Luckily 
Joe and Fred had filed a float 
plan with someone who was 
alert enough to report them 
overdue to the Coast Guard. 

After Coast Guard aircraft 
located them, a 36-foot search 
and rescue (SAR) craft was 
able to make the rescue 
despite much personal risk in 
the old, windy weather and 
minimal visibility. 

Fred, Joe and the boys we.*e 
lucky. Many other boater s art 
not so lucky. Engine or 
equipment failure accounts 
for about 60 per cent of the 
Coast Guards search and 
rescue missions.

AND WHEREAS, the City Council, after a public 
hearing, has found and determined that the area known as 
Project Mich.

AND WHEREAS, since urban blight constitutes a 
serious menace to the public health, welfare and safety of 
the City of Belleville and its inhabitants, the undertaking 
of Project Mich. R-192 is necessary for the public health 
welfare and safety; 

AND WHEREAS, all preliminary plans, statements, 
hearing and actions have been made, taken, held and 
adopted and it is now necessary and desirable to proceed 
immediately with the rehabilitation of the blighted area 
known as Project Mich. R-192; 

AND WHEREAS, the net project cost of said Project 
Mich R-192 is estimated by the City Council to be four- 
hundred nine thousand, nine hundred forty-two 
($409,942.00) Dollars;

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Backyard sculpture 
can add the right touch

That marvelous feeling of tranquility when strolling in a 
garden punctuated with statuary should give a cue for deco- 
rating our own backyards, Manuel Carbonell observed 
recently at an exhibition of his sculpture. 

Many people on home and estate tours visit great gardens 
where they may admire the sculpture, but they may not ap- 
ply the ideas observed to their own surroundings, he points 
out. Yet large formal gardens often are a series of small 
gardened areas— terraces, ponds, lawns— that could serve as 
models for small backyards. 


"Americans are not outdoor sculpture-minded as the Eu- 
ropeans and South Americans are, perhaps because marble 
and alabaster may be affected by weather. But brass can be 
beautiful outdoors when it has oxidized. And sculpture need 
not be expensive to be entoved.” 


Carbonell. one of the better-known sculptors, works in 
bronze, iron, aluminum and brass. After a show in Montreal 
he will go to Italy to work with carrara.

Condominiums 
gain popularity

Condominiums gain new ad- 
herents every day among both 
builders and buyers. 

There are a few miscon- 
ceptions about condominiums 
that need clarification. They 
are often confused with 
cooperatives. They are 
sometimes thought of only as 
units in apartment buildings. 
And they occasionally are 
considered a way of life 
without responsibilities. 

Both condominiums and 
cooperatives have definite 
advantages over rentals 
because they enable the 
purchasers to take income tax 
deductions of taxes and 
interest just as with private 
houses. 

When you buy a con- 
dominium, you get an individ- 
ual mortgage for the space 
you occupy, whether it be an 
apartment, row house or even 
a detached house in a 
condominium community. 
When you buy a cooperative, 
you purchase shares in a 
corporation which has a 
mortgage for the entire 
project and which assesses 
you for a portion of it 
according to the size and cost 
of your living quarters. In both 
cases, maintenance costs are 
separate from the mortgages. 

If you decide to move from a 
cooperative, you must sell 
your shares. In most cases, 
the agreement calls for the 
corporation to get first crack 
at buying back the shares. 
Because this provision 
originally was designed to 
give the corporation complete 


control over the selection of 
new occupants, some state 
and local laws now forbid 
exclusion of anyone because of 
race, creed or color. 

If you decide to move from a 
condominium, you sell your 
residence on your own, with 
the new owner taking out a 
mortgage or, if it can be 
arranged legally, taking over 
yours and paying you the 
difference in cash. 

Even though you have the 
right to sell the condominium, 
you should know— before you 
buy it— whether there are cer- 
tain restrictions to this right. 
These restrictions are formu- 
lated by an owners’ 
association or a similar group 
that draw's up the regulations 
for the entire project. 

It is not only wise but im- 
perative to know what every 
regulation is. There usually 
are dozens of them, relating to 
such things as pets, garage 
space and the facilities on the 
grounds. Ignore them and you 
are likely to be unpleasantly 
surprised at some later time.

Here are some ways to use sculpture outdoors: 

Backyard lawn : Place a piece of sculpture on a pedestal in 
the center of a lawn. This is also a good spot for a sun dial on a 
pedestal. 

Under bushes: Put small animals under low trees or 
bushes. Inexpensive stone and metal frogs, rabbits or birds 
might be used for starters. 

At a small pond: Four little pedestals with statuary can 
make any little water spot look elegant. Metal herons or fla- 
mingos or sea animals can be used. 

On a terrace: A small figure might be placed in a corner or 
on a stone wall surrounding it. Or combine statuary with a 
little fountain. 

Outdoor niche: Where bushes and trees form a curved 
screen, you can make an enchanting little hideaway where 
you can read and find solitude. A stone bench and a few 
pieces of statuary provide a good start. Later you may like to 
add a fountain. 

A simple bench may be made with a slab of slate and a base 
of cement blocks. No mortar is required. Just balance it 
properly. You might want to paint the blocks white. 

Injecting personality into your garden will take creative 
thought. The Japanese accomplish some tranquil gardens in 
tiny space by pruning trees into handsomely gnarled shapes 
and by using rocks as sculpture and stones and even roof tiles 
to make patterned walks. Stone slabs are used across the 
tiniest trickle of water as another way to provide a pictu- 
resque look.
